IJsting of Claiim 

1 . (Original) A software system supporting distributed web applications between a client and a server, 
wherein the software system comprises: 

comtmnds, comprising executable code and associated data; 

server pages> comprising executable code and associated data; and 

a common cache witliin the server, comprising: 

a first portion, in which code and data associated with commands may be stored; 

a second portion* in which code and data associated with server pages may be stored; and 

a third portion, in which code and data associated with either commands or server pages 
may be stored. 

2, (Original) 1 he software system as recited in claim 1 , wherein commands and server pages may be 
requested by the client. 

3» (Original) llic software system as recited in claim 1, wherein commands and server pages may execute 
in the server. 

4. (Original) The software system as recited in claim 1, wherein the cache has an associated cache ID, and 
code iind data associated with commands or server pages stored in the third portion of the common cache 
comprises a hash table, wliich maps cache IDs onto cache entries. 
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5. (Original) The software system as recited in claim 1, wherein code and datii associated with commands 
or server |vagcs stored in the third portion of the common cache further comprises a Least Receiitly Used 
(LRU) mechanism, which defines how long commands and server pages may remain in the cache without 
being rcqucslcd by the client, before being removed, 

6. (Original) The software system as recited in claim 5, wherein code and data associated with commands 
or server pages stored in the third portion of the common cache further comprises a list of data IDs 
corresponding to data records upon which said commands or server pages are dependent, 

7. (Original) 'iTie software system as recited in claim 6, wherein code and data associated with commands 
or server pages stored in the third portion of the common cache further comprises a mutex mechanism, 
whicli may allow a web application exclusive acce,9S to said commaitds or sei-ver pages. 

8. (Original) The software system as recited in claim 7. wherein code and data associated with conmiands 
or server pages stored in the third portion of the common cache further comprises cluster services, which are 
used by the server to send messages to other servers. 

9. (Original) The softwtire system as recited in claim 8, wherein code and dalii associated with commands 
and server pages stored in the third portion of the common cache further comprises a pin mechanism, which 
patvcnts S5id commands and server pages from being removed from the common cache by tlie LRU 
mechanism. 

10. (Original) The software system as recited in claim 9, wherein code and data associated with commands 
and sci-vcr pages stored in the tliird portion of the common cache further comprises a time limit, which 

de lines how long said commands and server pages may remain in the cache before being updated. 

1 1 . (Original) The software system as recited in claim 10, wherein code and data associated with 
commands und seiner pages stored in the third portion of the conunon cache further comprises a batch 
update meclianism, which globally updates or invalidates a plurality of commands or server pages in the 
common cache. 
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12. (Origiual) The software system a.9 recited in clnim 1 1 , wherchi associated with each of the commands 
and server pages within the cache is a unique template, and wherein code and data associated with an 
connn'winds and seivcr pogcs siorc^d in the third portion of the common cache further comprise a list of 
tc]nplale dependencies, which matches commands and server pages in the cache with Ihcir tCTnplates. 

13. (Original) The sothvare system as recited in claim 1, fuither comprising an object-oriented software 
system, 

14, (Original) The software system as recited in claim 1, wherein the server comprises a Java Virtual 
Machine (JVM). 

15, (Original) The software system as recited in claim 1, wherein server pages comprise Java Server 
i'ages (JSPs), 

10. (Original) Tlic software system as recited in claim 1, wherein requested commands not found in the 
cache of the server may be requested from a second server. 

17. (Oiiginal) The software system as recited in claim 16, wherein requested commands not found in the 
cache ofthe second server are executed by the second server, stored in its cache, and returned to the first 
server.

20. (Original) A method for storing executable code and data associated with commands and server 
pages in a common cache, comprising: 

allocating a first portion ofthe common cache, in which code and data associated only with 
commands may be stored; 

allocating a second portion ofthe common cache, in which code and data associated only with 
server pages may be stored; and 

allocaling a third portion ofthe common cache, in which code and data associated witli both 
commands and server pages may be stored. 
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2 1 . (Original) The metliod as recited in claim 20, wherein seiA^er pages comprise Java Server Pages 
(JSPs). 

22. (Original) A computer product, comprising a web server and a sollware system, wherein the web 
server includes a processor, memory, mass storage and a network interface, and the software system is 
adapted to permit storing executable code and data associated with cmnmands and server pages in a 
common cache. 

23. (Currently Amended) A computer program pro<Iuct in a computer readable medium for use in 
storing executable code and data associated with commands and server pages in a common cache, the 
computer j^rogram product comprising: 

instructions for allocating a first portion of tlie common cache, in which code and data associated 
only with commands may be stored; 

instructions for allocating a second portion of the common cache, in which code and data 
associated only with server pages may be stored; and 

instructions for allocating a thiul portion of the common cache, in which code and data 
associated witli both commands and server pages may be stored^ 

24. (Currently Amended) A system including processor and memory for storing executable code and 
data associated with commands and sei-vcr pages in a command cache, comprising: 

a common cache; 

means for allocating a first portion of the common cache, in which code and data associated only 
with commands may be stored; 

means for allocating a second portion of the common cache, in which code and data associated 
only with server pages may be stored; and 

means for allocating a third portion of the common cache, in which code and data associated 
with boili commands and server pages may be stored^ 
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
